CONTRACTORS SCORE 


STATE ROAD-BUILDING 


Elimination of Private Com- 
panies Wasteful, Ineffi- 
cient, Says Resolution. 


Resolutions scoring the policy of 
the state highway board of construct- 
ing state roads with its own forces, 
to the elimination pf private contrac- 
tors. the government's 15 per cent 
preferential in the purchase of mate- 
rials, and complications of the code 
governing contractors, were adopted

NO NEARER SOLVED 


War-Time Restrictions 
Invoked in Search; Em- 
ploye Found Dead. 


LONDON, Ont., Aug. 18.—(UP)— 
War-time measures were adopted by 


police tonight in their hunt for the kid- 
napers of John J. Labatt, millionaire 
Canadian brewer, who was released 
after three days’ imprisonment. 

Police squads left and arrived with 
military precision, hoping to trap the 
kidnapers and bring them to justice 
before threatened neW kidnapings de- 
velop. 

Harry C. Hatch, multi-millionaire 
Canadian distiller, reportedly received 
a letter threatening him with abduc- 
tion. | 

The mysterious death of Gordon 
McKenzie, Labatt brewery employe, 
was not connected with the kidnaping 
in any way, Coroner J. C. Wilson 
McKenzie was found 
fatally injured on a street, his skull 
crushed. Police had investigated the 
death to determine whether it bore 
any connection with the kidnaping. 

Attorney-General Arthur Roebuck, 
of Ontario, imposed a war-time censor- 
ship on news of developments in the 
kidnaping. Not even relatives of the 
family were permitted to call at the 
Labatt house without permission. 

The mayor of London called at the 
house to offer his congratulations for 
the brewer’s safe release. He was 
thanked and turned away at the door. 


HABEAS CORPUS PLEA

Is Released Near Nashville 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug.. 18.— 
(UP)—After relating a story of be- 
ing held prisoner for three days in 
an automobile, Rey. R. H. Askew, 


28-year-old disciple of Aimee Semple 
McPherson, tonight started back to 
his Goldsboro’ (N. C.) congregation. 

Department of justice agents and 
local police questioned Askew for 
six hours regarding his account of 
being held captive by three men who 
sought $25,000 ransom. — 

He said his abductors kept him 
semi-doped with sleeping tablets and 
carried him over the country from 
Raleigh, N. C., through Richmond, 
Washington. Knoxville and to within 
ten miles of Nashville. 

After officers completed examining 
Askew late today, the Four-Square 
gospel minister telephoned his wife 
at Goldsboro, where he has been con- 
ducting servicés. 

She wired him money for train 
fare and he was to leave at 9:30 
p. m. on the Nashville, Chattanooga 
& St. Louis railway, via Atlanta. 

Division Chief W. A. Rorer, de- 
partment of justice, stated: 

“We are through with Askew. I 
have his story. We will check it. 
There are several angles to investi- 
gate.” : 

The 28-year-old preacher appeared 
dazed when talking with Mrs. Askew. 

After Askew completed the co- 
versation with his wife, Nashville 
chief of detectives asked if the kid- 
naping was not a “creation of your 
imagination.” 

“No, I was kidnaped,” Askew re- 
plied, in a bewildered manner. “It 
all seems very strange. My head is 
in a whirl. What day is it? What 
state is this? 

“A few weeks ago, I had a dream 
that three men kidnaped me while 
I was carrying a load up a hill. The 
dream must’ve come true.” 

The youthful preacher walked into 
the local police station this morning 
and asked officers to notify Mrs. 
Askew that he had been released. 

Askew said he was freed after his 
captors were convinced that his fam- 
ily and associates would not meet 
demands for $25,000 ransom. 


During the period of his disappear- 
ance, Askew’s 50-year-old wife at 
Goldsboro received threatening notes | 


asking payment of $25,000 for her 
husband's release. 

Guards surrounded the Los Angeles 
temple of Aimee Semple McPherson, 
Four-Square gospel leader, when a 
note mailed to temple officials said 
the chureh structure would be blown 
up and Askew killed unless $25,000 
was paid. 

Askew denied writing any ‘of the 
ransom notes or any knowledge of 
them except “they (the abductors) 
asked if my wife or Sister Aimee 
didn’t have money.” 

The preacher apparently had not 
been mistreated and held no ill feel- 
ings toward his-captors. He ‘wore 
new overalls when he entered the po- 
lice headquarters. When he disap- 
peared he wore a blue ‘suit. 

After announcing to police that he 
was “Rev. R. Askew,” the min- 
ister told of being stopped on the 
highway near Goldsboro Tuesday by 
a stranger. The man asked the 
preacher to take him to Raleigh to 
see a sick daughter. Askew agreed. 

When the two reached Raleigh. 
Askew continued, the’ stranger pushed 
a pistol barrel in his side while they 
were walking to the hospital and forced

For the greater part of the jour- 
ney, the victim claimed he was doped 
with sleep tablets given him by the 
men. Askew’s description of the car 
and the abductors was vague. One 
of the men, he said, was about 45 
years old, looked like a Mexican, and 
spoke with a foreign accent. The 
other two Askew believed-to.be about 
25 years old. 

He remembered being in Richmond, 
é nox- 
ville, Tenn., while a prisoner. Most 
of the time he remained in. a semi- 
stupor on the floor of the car. 

Shortly after dawn today, Askew 
related, the trio released him on the 
highway near Nashville. He caught 
a ride to the city with a farmer. 

Askew said he was forced to take 
the sleeping tablets and give the ab- 
ductors $40 with which he had in- 
tended to buy bricks. 


Touch New Low 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—(UP) 
Imports of distilled liquors, wines 
and sparkling wines during July bit 
their lowest figures since repeal in 
December, 1933, the treasury an- 
nounced tonight. 

At the same time, duties on the 
foreign stocks fell below $2,000,000 
for the first month since repeal. To- 
tal collections were $1,999,408, 
against $2,511,877 in June. 

Imports for the months were: Dis- 
tilled liquors, 359,429 gallons; wines, 
257.068 gallons, and sparkling wines,

COUNCIL BLUFFS, Iowa, Aug. 
| 18.—()—Engineers dug into Mother 
Earth today to find the cause for the 
sudden settling of houses in the south 
central and southwestern eections of 
the city. 

Many of the houses have stood for 
40 years or more and never before has 
such an underground mystery poppep 
up. City Engineer Jack Boyne probed 
through the soil in an attempt to solve 
the mystery. Much of the soil in the 
area is like clay and residents point 
out that the extreme heat, together 
with the long absence of rain, has re- 
sulted in the soil crystallizing into a 
fine dust-like sand. 

Four dwellings, all of which were

Cobb himself remains as one of the great figures of sport. | 

As someone wrote of him, he stands alone as ‘‘the 
fiery genius of the game.”’ 

There have been players who could throw farther, hit 
longer balls, field. better, but none ever came along who could 
match him for speed of mind and leg, for daring and for in- 
telligence in his profession. 

Looking at the man now, one can see that same 
trimness of line, like a racing yacht. There are more 
pounds on him now, but that look of daring and of 
eagerness is stamped on his face just the same. 

He was the finest co-ordinated ball player the game has ever 
seen. I suspect that he and Bobby Jones and Bill Tilden are 
the three finest co-ordinated athletes the world has ever seen. 
Baseball never had before and hasn’t had since a man who was 
the peer of Cobb, 


NOT THE GREATEST, YET THE GREATEST. 


There is a strange paradox about his record. 

He was not the fastest man of his day, yet he was 
the best base runner that ever lived, and he. could steal 
bases faster and with more skill than any other man in 
the game. 

He was not a great fielder, and yet he was the most dan- 
gerous and most spectacular one the game ever saw in action. 
Once he threw out three men at first in one game from his 
position in the outfield. 

He was not a natural hitter such as Babe Ruth and 
yet he left the greatest batting record ever compiled in 
the long history of baseball. 

Cobb has told me of his long and arduous toil to drive him- 
. self to the top. He worked in the mornings. He worked after | 
games. He possesses a passion to be the best in anything he | 
attempts. It isn’t a bad ambition, this one which drives a man 
to master whatever he attempts. 

And so he had just those two things—co-ordination 
and the will to go on and refuse to admit defeat. _ 

That combination drove him to the top and left him as 
the undisputed genius of baseball. 


THE ROAD TO THE TOP. 


It has been told before. It will be told again. 
always bear retelling. 

That is the story of Cobb’s arduous road to the top. 

He broke in with Augusta in 1904 and he was a poor field- 
er, 4 poor hitter and just a fair country ball player. | 

He hit just .237 in 37 games with Augusta and was | 
traded to Anniston. He was in 22 games there and | 
batted .370. In 1905 he was back with Augusta, and 
that will was driving him. 

He went to Detroit in 1905 and in 41 games in the major. 
league batted .240. That was the only time he was to be be- | 
low .300. He had been sold for $750 and the Augusta owners 
felt they had the best of the bargain. | 

He went to work. He developed the hook slide and 
the fallaway and the fadeaway slides. 

He practiced sliding until the blood dripped from his uni- 
form. He chased fly balls all morning under hot suns and 
played in the afternoon.

In this great port city, hard hit 
by the boycotts on the reich, the 
reich leader said the critical condi- 
tions prevailing forced him to seize 
the power of the presidency on von 
Hindenburg’s death. 

He made no attempt to lessen the 
economic seriousness of the reich’s 
position. Instead, he said it has cost 
Germany the “respect of the whole 
world.” 

But the remed;, he said. lies not 
in mandates from many political par- 
ties. Such, he said, only lead to 
compromise. The way out is the 
nazi way out, of ebsolute nazi power. 

In the midst of the campaign, the 
will of von Hindenburg was publi- 
cized. It was, the government stated, 
given to Hitler by Franz von Papen 
and it gave a benediction upon the 
regime of “the lance corporal from 
Munich.” 

While the oratory was going on, 
secret police were reported to have 
arrested a large number of clergy- 
men who have defied the authority 
of Ludwig Mueller, reichsbishop and 
dictator of the nazis’ Nordic religious 
movement.

RECOVERY MEASURE 
DEFENDED BY FARLE 


Country Would Be in Critical 
Condition If Program Was 
Dropped, He Says. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Aug. 18.— 
Postmaster-General James A. Farley 
told a southwestern crowd tonighr 
that “those who prate of the loss of 
freedom” should be asked if they 
are ready to bear the responsibility 
“if in some strange way the entire 
effort for recovery” should be aban- 
doned. 

Speaking at Fair 
visit to Oklahoma, Farley took cog- 
nizance of “recent pronouncements 
as to the dangers of bureaucracy,” 
and declared: 

“No one recognizes these dangers 
more than ]. But the way to pre- 
vent the dangers of bureaucracy is 
not to abolish the institutions or 
measures that have been adopted to 
protect the rights of the people, but 
to be sure that in the administra- 
tion of these institutions every meas- 
ure shall be taken to make certain 
that a fair and adequate service is 
given for the money that is paid. 

“Certainly those who criticize bu- 
reaucracies now are not advocating 
the abolition of the measures that 
have been taken to meet the necessi- 
ties of the last year and a half. 

“Suppose President Roosevelt 
should take this criticism to mean 
that all of these recovery measures 
should be immediately suspended, 
Suppose he should abolish the NRA, 
with its wage and hour control. de- 
Stroy the codes, return agriculture 
to the conditions which existed be- 
fore the agricultural adjustment act 
was passed, discharge from the gove 
ernment all those who are adminis- 
fering relief, tear down Muscle 
Shoals or turn it over to the power 
companies, put the banks on their 
own by withdrawing all government

Miss Moore has very positive ideas 
on grand opera and the films. She 
has broken the ice and proved to the 
industry that it is quite possible tu 
transpose arias to the screen without 
appearing stagy. The screen really 
owes her a vote of thanks, 

“The problem,” said Miss Moore, 
“is to give the public something they 
can understand, plus sufficient action 
to s@pport the songs. Of course this 
practically eliminates foreign language 
operas, for translations, unfortunate- 
ly, lose much of their value under 
such treatment.” 

Miss Moore began her career as a 
choir singer in Chattanooga. She went 
on*’the New York stage and reached 
stardom in the Music Box revue. 
Throughout her career she continued 
her grand opera training and is one 
of the few American girls who climb- 
ed to the tep without the so-cafled 
benefit of foreign training. 

True, she has lived abroad, off and 
on, for 12 years, and still studies 
abroad. But like Lawrence Tibbett, 
She is truly an American product. 

There were stories of her temper- 
amental clashes during the filming 
of her first grand opera picture, but 
those who worked with her will tell 
you the reverse was true. 

“Well, if you can call fighting for 
what you think right temperament, 
I’m temperamental. I guess,” she said.

Born on the island of Cyprus of a 
Greek mother and a German father 
and reared as a citizen of Egypt in 
Cairo, Christodoulou Michel, grandson

During the 47 years of hig life 
“Mr. Mitchell” has served as maitre 
dhotel and chef ali over the world.

He 
made weird stews and broths in Port 
Said and Alexandria. 

“Oh, yes,” he said Friday, “I can 
make all things. But best I like to 
make the American cooking mixed 
with French and a little German put 
in for flavox,” 

During the 12 years he has been in 
the United States he has cooked his 
way from Chicago to New Orleans. 
His last place of business was the 
Blue Pelican, a famous rendezvous 
for Manhattan gourmets before the 
Wall Street smash made a $2 min- 


imum ¢harge for a meal too high for 
even an ex-millionaire. 

But many changes have taken 
place since those days. The flourish- 
ing moustache with waxed ends after 
the fashion of Kaiser Wilhelm has 
been shaved away. The black hair is 
thinning fact. Only a shrapnel scar 
on his forehead remains to tell of the 
days when he fought as a major in 
the Greek army against the Turks 
in 1912. 

Mr. Mitchell has served as chief 
steward on liners flying nearly every 
flag. Once David Lloyd George travel- 
ed on the liner on which he was work- 
rm i George chattered with him 
during the whole voyage ‘‘because he 
wanted to talk Egyptian.”

“FIRST DAYS” 

Postmaster-General James A. Far- 
ley today announced the dates and 
places of first-day sale for the re- 
maining issues of the National Park 
series of postage stamps as follows: 

Glacier National Park, 9-cent, Au- 
gust 27, Glacier Park, Mont., and 
Washington, D. C. 

Carter Lake National Park, 6 
cent, September 5, Crater Lake, Ore., 
and Washington, D. C. 

Zion National Park, 8-cent, Sep- 
tember 18, Zion National Park, Utah, 
and Washington, D C. 

Mesa Verde National Park, 4-cent, 
September 25, Mesa Verde National 
Park, Col., and Washington, D. C. 

Acadia National Park, 7-cent, Oc- 
tober 2, Bar Harbor, Maine, and 
Washington, D. C. 

Smoky Mountain National Park, 
10-cent, October 8, Gatlinburg, Tenn., 
and Washington, D C. 


NEW IMPERFORATE SHEET. 


The postmaster-general also stated 
that the imperforate sheet of six 3 
cent stamps of the Mount Rainier de- 
sign, which is being issued as previous- 
ly announced, as a souvenir of the an- 
nual convention of the American Phi- 
latelic Society at Atlantic City, N. J., 
will be first placed on saie August 28 
at the branch Philatelic Agency at At- 
lantic City, which is to be operated 
in connection with the convention. 
No cover service is being provided for 
the souvenir sheets. This special sheet 
will not me issued to postmasters, but 
for the benefit of stamp collectors, it 
will be placed on sale at the Philatelic 
Agency of the postoffice department, 
Washington, D. C., September 4. 


16-UNIT COVER SERVICE. 

It was also announced that the 
postmaster at Chicago has been au- 
thorized to provide cover service on 
August 30 for stamp collectors who 
may desire first-day cancellations of 
the new 16-cent combination Air Mail- 
Special Delivery postage stamp, which 
is to be first offered for sale in Chi- 
cago on that date. The postmaster, 
Washington, D. C., will likewise pro- 
vide cover service for this stamp on 
August 31, which will be the first 
postoffice other than Chicago to have 
the 16-cent stamp on sale. The usual 
restrictions as to the number of cov- 
ers to be accepted from individual col- 
lectors will apply. 

Parks’ First-Day Covers. 


Collectors desiring first-day park 
stamp covers may send a limited num- 
ber of addressed envelopes, not to 
exceed ten (10) to the postmaster at 
any of the above postoffices with pos- 
tal money order or cash remittance 
covering the cost of the stamps re- 
quired, under the same rules as speci- 
fied for first-day cover service in 
prior notices of the department. Re- 
quests for first-day covers should not 
be sent to the respective postoffices 
so as to be received earlier than two 
weeks in advance of the specified 
dates.

Each stamp is in two colors, with 
values going from 1-2 penny to 5 shil- 
lings. Like the other recent British 
colonial issues, they are oblong. 

Another stamp in connection with 
the reissue by Germany of the von 
Hindenburg group, with color changes 
and the use of the swastika in multi- 
ple as the watermark, is a 40-pfennig 
red violet. 

Switzerland has just completed a 
group of seven pictorials using wood- 
cut style engraving and ranging from 
3 to 30 centimes. They provide a defi- 
nite indication of the scenic beauty of 
this mountain country. 

Cyprus, another British colony, has 
made preparations for a new set of 
stamps. They will be pictorials in 11 
denominations.

NEW SUPER- LINER 
The name of the new’ Cunard-White 
Star superliner now known as No, 
534 will be divulged 24 hours before 
the hull slips down the ways at Clyde- 
bank, Scotland. Queen Mary, attend- 
ed by King George V., will launch 
the new steamer on Wednesday, Sep- 
tember 26. The ship will be at least 
1,018 feet long and register 73,000 or 
more gross tons. .

In Capture of Most 


Dangerous Outlaws 


By PETER LEVINS. 


law has become a furtive and 

unenjoyable affair—and John 
Dillinger’s last days so indicate— 
then we may credit that popular 
invention, the camera. Time and 
again, since the advent of picture 
newspapers and illustrated de- 
tective magazines, desperadoes 
have come to grief because of 
their photographs. Dilliinger's 
efforts to change his features 
show how much he feared a repe- 
tition of what happened in Ari- 
zona. 


That misfortune was directly 
traceable to photographs. The out- 
law had long since fled the Lima, 
Ohio, jail and resumed a career 
of banditry. Newspapers and 
magazines were printing his pic- 
ture, as well as the pictures of 
certain of his associates. Then, 
last January, Dillinger, with Harry 
Pierpont, Charles Makiey, Russell 
Clark and a bevy of girl friends 
headed south for a vacation. They 
had enough cash to carry them 
along for months. 


But on January 23 firemen in 
Tucson, Ariz., recognized rogues 
gallery photographs of Clark and 
Makley, printed in a _ detective 
magazine. They recalled seeing 
these faces the day before during 
the Congress hotel fire. Makley 
and Clark had appealed to them 
to save their baggage and had 
tipped the fire laddies $12. 

Within a few hours the gang 
was behind bars. 

After his second escape—the 
famous wooden gun act at the 
Lake county, Indiana, jail—pic-

tures of Dillinger flooded the 
country. For all his arrogance in 
posing with officials of Lake 
county, the camera forced him to 
live the life of a rat. Day and 
night the fear of recognition never 
left him. Money was of little use 
to him save for furtive visits to 
the movies. 


Offer of Reward 
The Final Blow. 


And when the government of- 
fered a handsome reward for his 
capture, that gave the final touch 
to his ceaseless uneasiness. 


Several years ago a story in this 
series figured in the capture of 
James Nannery, much-hunted 
killer who had escaped from Sing 
Sing almost three years before. 
The article started— 

“Justice appears to be headed 
for a triumph at last in the case 
of Fred Burke, recently captured 
assassin, whose criminal exploits 
were recounted in this series last 
fall, but we are still waiting for 
the police to snare the young man 
known as New York's worst des- 
perado, the dapper and cunning 
James Nannery.” 

The story, which included a 
large picture of Nannery, was pub- 
lished April 12, 1931. Just two 
weeks later, on April 26, Patrol- 
man Charles Ripley, of Dover, 
N. J., recognized the fugitive as he 
sat in an expensive car at Bergen 
and Blackwell streets, in Dover. 
The officer, without betraying 
himself, walked over to the car 
keeping his hand on his pistol 
hidden under his rubber raincoat.

in Arisona—and the camera 

made hie life miserable in his 
last days. 

“Say, you're parked in a bus 
stand space,” said Ripley. “I 
ought to give you a tieket. Where's

Nannery smiled and reached to- 
ward the nearest car pocket. The 
alert officer beat him to it. 

“Nothing doing on that!” said 
Ripley, jamming his gun into the 
killer’s ribs. “Get out here on the 
sidewalk!” 

Nannery was taken completely 
by surprise. Later he snarled that 
he hadn’t expected to be taken 
alive by any policeman, much less 
“a hick flatfoot with a poker face.” 

Said The Herald-Tribune, in an 
account of an interview with the 
captive: 

“Two weeks ago, Nannery said, 
he had read a newspaper article 
chiding the police for not captur- 
ing him. He became alarmed, 
sold his house (in Parsippany,

One evening in December, 1927, 
an actress, Emmeline Harring- 
ton, was murdered in her apart- 
ment on West 190th street, Man- 
hattan. Other tenants heard 
screams at the time, but it was 
not until six days later that the 
crfme was discovered. There were 
no clues except that the motive 
appeared to have been robbery. 
Her fur coat and jewels were miss- 
ing. 

About 10 days later some of the 
stolen property turned up in New 
Haven, Conn. 

The police learned that a man 
had stopped at the Hotel Taft in 
New Haven, accompanied by a 
young woman. He had departed 
without paying his bill, and had 
left behind Mrs. Harrington’s fur 
coat and some of her jewelry. 


The man was traced to near-by - 


cities. At one point, in fleeing 
from a taxicab, he dropped a wal- 
let containing several thousand 
dollars’ worth of negotiable bonds 
and some more. jewelry. 

Within a few hours the New 
York police announced that they 
were seeking Frederick W. Edel, 
an ex-convict of about 40, who 
had been a crook and murderer 
almost since childhood. Veteran 
New York officers described him 


aS one of the most dangerous. 


criminals at large. 

They said he had killed Mrs. 
Harrington while negotiating with 
her for the purchase of her fur- 
nishings, for she had planned to 
move, and had advertised in the 
newspapers. 

Late the following March a 
young woman in St. Paul, Minn., 
became acquainted with a man 
known to her as Richard Hall. 
Unknown to her, Mr. Hall obtain- 
ed his living expenses by purchas- 
ing small money orders and then 
raising them to 10 times the orig- 
inal amount. In the midst of all 
this the woman saw a photograph 
of Frederick Edel. 

The next day, March 28, Fred- 
erick Edel. alias Richard Hall, 
was arrested in Hopkins, Minn. He 
was subsequently convicted of the 
Harrington murder and is now 
serving life imprisonment. 


Several years ago 18 states 
wanted Fred Burke, “the most 
dangerous man alive.” At least 
20 killings were charged against 
him, including the St. Valentine's 
Day gang massacre in Chicago. 
Rewards totaled about $100,000. 
But the police of the country 
could not Jay a hand on the no- 
torious assassin and bank robber. 


One evening in March, 1931, Jo- 
seph Hunsacker, 30-year-old truck 
driver of Green City, Mo., was 
reading “True Detective Mys- 
teries” when he came upon a pic- 
ture of Burke. It occurred to him 
that Killer Burke strongly re- 
sembled Richard F. White, who 
had lately come to live with his 
father-in-law, Bailey Porter, on 
the latter’s farm in Milan, Mo. 


Drooping Mouth 


Was the Same. 


White wore a mustache and 
seemed much older and a bit 
stouter than the face in the maga- 
zine.* But the drooping mouth was 
the same and the eyes bore a 
striking likeness. Moreover, Hun- 
sacker recalléd that White carried 
himself with a certain watchful- 
ness, and seldom mingled with the 
townspeople.

White was supposed to be a 
real estate dealer but nobody had 
ever heard of any deal—at least 
not in that region. 

Hunsacker communicated his 
conclusions to Allan D. Morrison, 


a real estate man of Green City, 


and the two visited Sheriff L. C. 
Hoover. A quiet investigation by 
the sheriff bore out Hunsacker's 
hunch regarding Farmer Porter's 
mysterious son-in-law. 


“He keeps that bodyguard with 
him all the time.” said Hoover. 
“Besides, I've noticed that he has 
a fast car standing beside the 
house day and night.” 

Sheriff Hoover communicated 
with the department of justice, 
who referred him to the St. Jo- 
seph, Mo., police. Very likely the 
federal men decided that this was 
just another of the innumerable 
false alarms they had received. 
for Fred Burke had been “seen” 
in at least a hundred places with- 
in recent months. 

But the police conclusively es- 
tablished that R. F. White was 
in fact the infamous Burke. 

The farmhouse was surrounded 
on the night of March 26 and the 
fugitive was seized as he slept. 
Later he pleaded guilty to a Michi- 
gan murder and received a life 
term, the extreme penalty in that 
state.

Mrs. Elizabeth Lindsey disap- 
peared from Seattle, Wash., on 
February 19, 1930. Her husband, 
Everett Frank Lindsey, told neigh- 
bors that she had left to visit 
relatives in Scotland. But the 
weeks passed and no one heard 
from Mrs. Lindsey. The neighbors 
wondered. 

Police began an Investigation 
ang Lindsey left Seattle with his 
11-year-old foster-daughter, Pearl. 
On the first day of May the body 
of Mrs. Lindsey was unearthed in 
the rear garden of her home. She 
had been murdered and mutilated. 

The same day a rooming house 
keeper in Oakland, Cal., found a 
note left by a man who had been 
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living there with his daughter. 
The note read— 

“I must go to the wife.. Please 
take care of the daughter.” 


The daughter was Pearl Lind- 
sey. 

Investigation disclosed that 
Lindsey's real name was Charles 
E. Murphy and that he was 
wanted for the murder of a farmer 
near Woodland, Wash., in 1920: 
for attacks upon an ll-year-old 
Napa, Cal., girl, and for desertion 
from the United States and Can- 
adian armies. After Pearl was 
found, an additional ‘criminal as- 
sault charge was brought against 
him. 

But no trace of the man was 
found. He appeared to have van- 
ished from sight completely. 

In the spring of 1931 William 
Sandberg. owner of a small res- 


taurant in Los Angeles, hired a . 


cook, who a short time later left 
his employ. Subsequently Sand- 
berg read in a detective magazine 
about the Lindsey case of Seattle 
and formed a definite suspicion 
that Lindsey and the cook he had 
hired were the same man. 

Not only were their faces sim- 
ilar, but their traits were much 
alike. 

Like Hunsacker in the Burke 
case, Sandberg decided to do some 
detective work on his own account, 
Rewards for information leading 
to the arrest and conviction of the 
fugitive totaled $3,000—and Sand- 
berg felt he could use $3,000 very 
nicely. 

He therefore renewed his ac- 
quaintance with the suspect and 
finally tricked him into leaving 
his fingerprints on a card. The 
prints were Lindsey's printa.

F oreign-style dress finds no favor with Chi 
nese ofhcialdom today, as the government 3s 
conducting a nation-wide campaign to make the 
people more race- and nation-conscious, and 
the latest stvles from Paris have no place in 
this program.

VEN this moderniza

He ordered the im- 
mediate arrest of all 
women with curled hair 
on the grounds _ that 
curled hair has a haa 
moral effect upon youth 
Women thus caught 
within the toils of the 
law were given head.

But even with all these threats and official 
orders, China's ‘flaming you. has progressed 
along its road to modernism. With a dehant 
sparkle in her dark eyes and a stamp of her 
velvet-slippered foot, the Chinese girl con- 
tinues her defiance, and is slowly winning hey 
right to curl her hair, powder her amber cheeks 
-nd rouge her bee-stung lips | 

In the matter of working in cafes and caba- 
‘ets she is finding a more difhcult wall of op 
position to hurdle. Chinese girls are forbidden 
to act as hostesses or dancing partners in the 
old capital, Peiping, and many militant and 
dehant girls have been deported to Tientsin and 
Shanghai for disobeying the official orders. 

There are no such restrictions in most of 
the treaty ports and none in the foreign con- 
cessions of Shanghai, Hongkong or the sut- 
ports. Dance halls and cabarets may be the 
pet anathemas of ofhcialdom in Chinese terri- 
tory, but not so in foreign-controlled areas. 


UMEROUS appeals have been made to 


the authorities of Canton for permission 
to hold public dances in that city, second larg- 
est in China, but always the answer is “thumbs 
down."’ Chinese authorities assert that young 
Chinese frequently exercise insufficient <elf- 
control and that they spend their hard-earned 
money in cabarets, indulging in resultant follies 
that often lead to suicide. 

They state that young folks should con- 
tribute their cash to the government for the “ex- 
termination of the enemy’ if surplus ~funds are 
burning holes in their pockets. And, when the 
matter ts thus placed, the youths are made to 
feel they are traitors to China when they trip 
the light fantastic to the wailing of the saxo 
phone and the thumping of the piano. 

There are several hundred cabarets and 
dance halls in Shanghai alone, ranging from the 
‘“Soints” im Rue Chu Pao San in the French 
Concession, variously known as “Blood Alley,” 
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Skull Orchard” and the “Sawdust Trail,”’ to 
the swankier cabarets where a man is out of 
place without long coat-tails, plug hat and 
boiled shirt. 

All cabarets and night clubs in this “Paris 
of the Orient,”” with less than half a dozen ex- 
ceptions, employ dancing partners for the 
amusement, entertainment and frolicsome pleas- 
ure of customers. These dancing partners, or 
‘‘taxi-dancers,’’ comprise all nationalities, creeds 
and colors with the Chinese, Russian, Japa- 
nese and Korean femmes taking the lead in pop- 
ularity. 

Japanese and Korean partners are most pop- 
ular in the majority of cabarets in Shanghai's 
famous Hongkew district, while Russian girls, 
exiles from their own country by the fortunes 
of war and revolution, are the favorites in most 
places in the Yangtzepoo and Rue Chu Pao 
San districts. Elsewhere, with few exceptions, 
the Chinese beauty is the reigning queen among 
the cabaret patrons. 


N the cabarets of the upper social crust— 

three dance tickets for a dollar—a Chinese 
dancing girl may earn as much as $500 or 
$600 Mex on good nights and it’s cash busi- 
ness too. It is not uncommon for a rich taipan 
or wealthy Chinese to spend two or three thou- 
sand dollars on some sloe-eyed parchment- 
skinned princess during one evening. 

So lucrative is the business of dancing in 
one of these smart places that the night clubs 
and cabarets are luring the finest talent and 
the most gorgeous beauty trom the famed sing- 
song houses—an institution which the govern- 
ment has never frowned upon. [rained from 
infancy in the arts of ente:tainment a la sing- 
song, these girls find more pleasure and more 
money in the westernized cabaret, and as a 
result the day of the sing-song house is now on 
the wane. 

One reason for this wholesale desertion trom 
the sing-song house is the old custom of de- 
ferred payments. In the cabarets. the dancer 
gets cash every night. In the sing-song houses 
she is not paid until .'e next settlement day, 
which occurs three times a year, on the Spring 
Festival, Dragon Boat Festival and Harvest 
Festival. 


HUS is China being modernized in the 

treaty ports. The infiltration of western 
ideas and customs is much slower in the in- 
terior, of course, where cabarets, dance halls 
and -ight clubs, modern theaters and other 
forms of western entertainment are unknown. 
These things are steadily encroaching upon all 
parts of the Celestial Empire and it won't be 
long now. 

This westernization of the Chinese Sheba 18 
not confined to the matter of dress and social 
activity alone, but has spread to the field of 
her thought and philosophy. 

According to custom, the Chinese wife calls 
her husband “my lord’’ o1 the more simple 
term of “master,” as if she were his chattel 
slave. If he went out for an evening of relax- 
ation and amusement, he wouldn't dream of 
taking his wife along. It would be unthink- 
able for her to appear so publicly. * 

But not so today, in the treaty ports. She 
demands an even break. She demands to see 
her betrothed before she marries him. She 
wants to know where he is going, when he 
leaves the house. and where he has gone, when 
he returns. She demands, in short, the freedom 
of the western girl.

OW many millions of times has this Tudi- 
crous bromide been used by society editors 
as the final descriptive phrase of innumer- 

able dull parties? A really amusing time is had 
by so few people in society! Hectic times, yes; 
good, bad and indifferent times—but how few 
amusing times! 

One need only turn to the histories of New 
York of a hundred years ago to see that not only 
society but everything about society has under- 
gone tremendous changes. What is one man’s 
meat is another man’s poison and what was 
great-great-grandmamma’s idea of a good time 
is granddauyhter’s conception of a pain in the 
neck, 

One of the explanations, of course, is that 
while sogiety was a compact, homogeneous little 
group a hundred years ago, it now is a sprawling 
body that covers all sorts and types of men and 
women. 
~ it has been a gradual development. One of 
the very earliest ringmasters was Ward Mc- 
Allister. He was followed by Harry Lehr, who

A charming figure at the annual circus ball 
of Cobina Wright, one of the two outstand- 
ing “ringmasters” of modern society—Miss 
Beatrice Hudson of the Mayfair set, 
as a very dainty bareback rider, 


pices of Mrs. Stuyvesant Fish. Then came 
Paris Singer and, more recently, Anthony 
J. Drexel Biddle, Jr. The current ring- 
masters are Cobina Wright and Elsa Max- 
well. 

It sometimes seems as if the popularity 
of these two were waning and it would 
not be surprising to see a new name and 
a new personality appear at any moment. 
It might be Beth Leary, who is the undis- 
puted social queen of the Riviera despite 
the fact (or because of the fact?) that 
she’s an American. 

Society cannot entertain itself. This 
is one of the reasons it has spread all over 
the map. It now includes the leaders and 
the conspicuously successful members of 
the Seven Lively Arts; people such as 

Noel Coward, Beatrice Lillie (Lady 
Peel), Alexander Woollcott, 
Adele Astaire (Lady Caven- 
dish) and Neysa McMein. 

The only exception is 

Newport, whence, every 

year, comes the report of 

some noted stage or cinema 
star being barred from Bailey’s sanctified Beach! 

When Newport began to develop as a smart 
summer resort, Ward McAllister was in the fore- 
front. He had the gift of organization and in his 
memoirs he tells of the picnics, yachting parties 
and clam bakes in which he played a leading 
part. 

During the latter yéars of her life, Mrs. 
William Astor depended yreatly on McAllister. 

Harry Lehr, one of the first real society circus 
ringmasters, got his start as social secretary for 
Mrs. Astor, plying the trade of champagne sales- 
man on the side. At the turn of the century, Lehr 
switched his allegiance from Mrs. Astor to Mrs. 
Fish, who was quietly usurping the title of 
“queen of society.’”’ 

There could be no greater contrast than that 
of Mrs. Astor and Mrs. Fish. Those who were 
invited to dinner at Mrs. Astor’s knew exactly 
what to expect, They would be served a perfect 
dinner perfectly. There would _be polite conver- 
sation, quiet music, excellent wine and a profu- 
sion of flowers. 

_ Not so at Mrs. Fish’s parties. Tonight you 
might see the Vernon Castles dance; then next 
week she would entertain her guests with Scotch 
bagpipers or old-fashioned charades. 

Lehr, he of the convulsing mimicry and ado- 
lescent sense of humor, fitted into this scheme 
nerfectly. He was indefatigable and he was dif-

ferent. Asan ally of Mrs. Fish and 
her intimates, Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont 
and Mrs. Hermann Oé€lrichs, hg defi- 
nitely brightened the many dull 
hours of the Newport season. 

It is worthy of note that advanc- 
ing years brought conservatism to 
both Mrs. Fish and Lehr. Before 
her death in 1915, Mrs. Fish had § 
become very articulate in her dis- 
approval of the bunny hug, the 
tango and the turkey-trot. She for- § 
bade dancing after midnight or 
Saturday. It was typical of the Y 
times that her ultimatums were 
completely ignored by the younge 
generation. 

Lehr settled down when he mar. 
ried Bessie Drexel, rich widow and 
heiress. From that time on he es- 
chewed social caperings with much 
the same horror that his old patroness 
showed during her declining years. 

Presént-day society has shown as little 
ability—generally—to entertain itself as 
did the society of the McAllister-Lehr-Fish 
age. The result has been that those few 
who have had imagination have been 
raised to high positions. 

Anthony J. Drexel Biddle, Jr., was one. 
But since his divorce from Mary Duke 
Biddle, tobacco heiress, and his subse- 
quent marriage to Mrs. Thompson Schulze, 
daughter of the late William Boyce 
Thompson, who left an estate of $100,- 
000,000, “Tony” Biddle has been an ex- 
patriate, spending almost all of his time 
in France. 

It was Tony who was the ring: 
leader of the abortive revolt in the 
ranks of the Spouting Rock Beach 
Assn., which rules Bailey’s Beach in gam 
Newport. Shortly after the war, “gaa 
Tony, along with two orthree others, 
tried to reorganize the beach in such 
a way as to provide for dancing, a 
restaurant and other similar attrac- 
tions. The governors had never 
heard of such a thing! 

“Very well,” said Tony in effect, 


“if you don’t want to modernize 


Bailey’s, -we will go down'the shore a bit, take 
over the Viking Beach and run it in competition 
with you.” 

“In competition with us?” The governors of 
the S. R. B. Assn. laughed and let the matter 
drop. Newport was too hidebound. They knew 
it and Tony found it out. His plans for another 
and gayer beach died a-borning. 

Although this move failed, other projects of 


‘Tony’s were highly successful. He was one of 


the original organizers of the Central Park 
Casino in New York and the Bath and Tennis 
and Oasis Clubs in Palm Beach. He still is a di- 


rector of the Everglades Club there.

ment that they can imagine. Mrs. Edward F. 
Hutton, for example, hired an entire traveling 
circus for one of her soirees. And when she dis- 
covered that the company did not include a 
“kootch” dancer, she ordered the proprietor to 
import one—jin a hurry. 

There is a vast difference between parties 
of this sort—which depend solely on the enter- 
tainment that can be bought and the degree of 
lavishness with which the hostess can surround 
her party—and the parties that have brought 
fame to the present ringmasters, Cobina Wright 
and Elsa Maxwell. They require that their guests 
entertain themselves, which, to a large degree, is 
what McAllister and Lehr did in their day. 

Cobina Wright, for example, stages the 
Circus Ball (the proceeds of which go to charity 
and society enjoys it not because the ballroom 
of the Waldorf-Astoria is gaily decorated and 
fringed with side shows, but because society 
must enter into the 
spirit of the thing to 
the extent of wear- 
ing a circus costume 
and acting the part. 


Cobina has a 
keen sense of mob 
psychology; she be- 
lieves that gaiety, 
like a yawn, spreads. 
The first requisite 
of every party, she 
says, is a gay, viva- 
cious hostess who 
looks and acts as if 
she’s having the 
time of her life.

TIMING A SQUEEZE PLAY. 


BY ELY CULBERTSON.

World’s Champion Player and Greatest Card Analyst. 


TT: squeeze play is a strik- 
ing illustration of an 
‘axiom in physics that the 
same body cannot be in two places 
at the same time. Therefore, in 
a bridge hand a single card can- 
not be used as a diseard and still 
remain to win a trick later from 
‘an opponent's lower card. It is 
purely a matter of insufficient 
time—when finally the opportu- 
nity arises for a high card to be 
used, it is too late because that 


- card has already been sacrificed 


to another purpose. Consider a 
crane caught in the muck of a 
swamp. Each time he pulls out 
his long bill, his stiff tail is stuck, 
and no sooner is his tail extricated 
than his bill is sunk again. It is 
a tragic case of a “squeeze” due 
to the lack of moving space, which 
in bridge is time. 

In many cases the pressure of 
time is barely felt at the start of 
the hand, but as the play con- 
tinues and the more or less stable 
supply of honor values is with- 
drawn from both sides, the reserve 
battalions—the low cards which 
are so important as guards—are 
being forced into play. ‘Fhe pace 
rapidly increases from adagio to 
allegressimo, and in the last and 
precious trick or two the climax 
is reached. 

In the hand below, throughout 
lead after lead at South’s seven- 
notrump contract the defending 
players can nonchalantly toss out 
cards they do not need and can 
never miss. Suddenly West feels 
a slight pressure, which continues 
to advance on him with ever in- 


. creasing intensity until he finds 


his available supply of time com- 
pletely exhausted, and at last he 
is forced to give up a card he 
really wants. Meanwhile East, 
serene and unembarrassed, finds 
no shortness of available discards 
until finally the curse strikes him 
as well, and eventually both de- 
fenders find that they.must sit 
by helpless while South wins the 
trick which decides his contract 
with a deuce in a suit which was 
originally his weakest.

This may be won if either the 
hearts or the clubs are divided 
evenly, but the. opening lead 
makes an even’ division of the 
hearts unlikely, and if either ad- 
versary holds four clubs the only 
remaining hope must be that one 
or both adversaries will be caught 
in a squeeze and unable to hold 
the necessary stoppers. By way 
of experimentation, South lets the 
first heart run to his king, and 
when East discards a spade, hope 
of straightforward establishment 
of the heart suit must be relin- 
quished. The ace, king and queen 
of clubs are now played, revealing 
the fact that East has that suit 
stopped. South now proceeds to 
lead out, his diamonds. 

On the first four leads West 
is in no difficulty. He throws 
two hearts and a spade (having 
previously discarded one spade on 
the third club) and is still able to 
retain three hearts to stop that 
suit, and to guard his spade king. 
But when South leads the fifth 
diamond. the following embar- 
rassing situation faces West:

South having led,.the diamond 
ten, West must unguard his spade 
king, for otherwise Dummy’s third 
heart would win a trick. South 
now throws the five of hearts 
from Dummy, his effort to es- 
tablish it having failed, and East 
is able to throw a spade without 
fear, since he still has two suits 
securely guarded. Even when 
South leads the heart queen, East 
is still in no difficulty; but when 
South finally plays the heart 
deuce and wins with Dummy’s ace. 
East finds himself finally unable 
to withstand the pressure of time. 
His unfortunate predicament is 
the same as was West's two plays 
before. He cannot throw the club, 
for it would establish Dummy’s 
deuce. He is therefore forced to 
release his jack of spades, where- 
upon Dummy’s four of spades is 
led, and after South’s ace has 
dropped West’s king and East's 
queen, the spade deuce wins the 
last and decisive trick.
